California — and  from  the  Great  Lakes  to  the  Gimb— million*  of  workers  are  loi4*witp(l 
their  families  arc  beginning  to  feel  the  pinch  of  Mhger  and  cold.  § 

The  railroads,  the  steel  mills,  the  mines,  the  textiles,  the  lumber  camps — the  auto* 
mobile  and  rubber  tire  factories, — the  packing  industry,  the  clothing  industry,  depart¬ 
ment  stores  and  the  thousand  and  one  factories  that  produce  the  necessities  of  life  are 
dosing  down  or  working  pa  it  time  at  reduced  wages. 

A  terrific  industrial  slump  has  hit  this  country.  Manufacturers  claim  that  they 
cannot  get  orders.  Bankers  claim  that  money  Is  scare.  Merchants  claim  that  their 
merchandise  is  not  selling.  Railroads  claim  that  freight  shipment  are  decreasing. 
Farmers  claim  they  are  compelled  to  sell  their  crops  at  lese  than  cost,  Cathie 
merchants  claim  that  they  are  compelled  to  sell  their  products  at  ruinous  priest. 
Perishable  goods  ate  rotting  at  docks  or  in  warehouses.  Store*  are  stocked  up  with 
goods.  The  farmers  crops  this  year  have  broken  all  past  records.  AND  YltT,  IN 
THE  MIDST  OF  THI8  UNPARALLED  PLENTY-INDUSTRIES  ARE  CLOSING 
DOWN  AND  THE  WORKERS  ARE  BEING  THROWN  OUT  ON  THE  STREETS 
TO  STARVE  AND  FREEZE!  * 

What  is  the  meaning  of  all  this? 

Only  recently  the  capitalist  press  shrieked  that  what  this  country  needed  ta 
cure  it  of  all  ills  was  "increased  production".  You  were  told  that  the  unreet,  diseenteat 
and  the  "Red  Wave”  that  was  sweeping  this  country  waa  due  to  insufficient  produc¬ 
tion.  You  were  told  to  “speed  up”  production  as  the  only  cure  for  the  puaSt  war 
economic  and  political  conditions.  Well,  production  has  increased  and  what  happened? 

You  produced  so  much  that  the  markets  are  glutted  and  you  are  being  threw* 
out  of  your  jobs.  Instead  of  conditions  getting  better  they  are  growing  wees*, 
instead  of  higher  wages  and  better  condition*  many  of  you  lost  your  jobs  and  the 
other  are  working  at  reduced  wages.  Does  this  really  mean  that  you  worker*  have 
produced  too  much? 

Not  at  alt.  The  working  class  could  easily  consume  more  food,  more  clothing, 
more  of  all  the  products  that  they  have  produced.  But  under  the  present  capitalist 
system  of  production  commodities  are  produced  for  profit  and  not  primarily  fey 
use.  The  workers  get  hack  in  wages  only  about  ore-fifth  of  what  they  produce.  The 
>«*t.  after  deducting  the  portion  used  by  the  capitalist  class  and  their  henchman, 
is  bald  for  expert  to  foreign  markets.  Tbis  surplus  must  be  sold  for  profit  to  foreign 
/contrite. 

And  now  we  come  to  the  main  cause  of  the  present  wave  of  unemployajoat  and 
the  Industrial  crisis  which  fa  impending.  Europe,  which  all  during  the  war  and 
after,  was  the  greatest  purchaser  of  American  goods.  Is  bankrupt  It  has  exhausted 
its  cash  and  credit  Europe  is  staggering  under  stupendous  war-debts.  It*  industries 
•r*  broken  down.  The  European  worker*  are  starving,  discontented  and  threatening 
to  overthrow  their  capitalist  governments.  American  bankers  know  this  and  thar 
refuse  to  extend  them  any  more  credit  with  which  to  buy  goods.  American  haabasa 
know  that  the  European  Governments  can  never  repay  the  principal  or  tba  latnrsot 
of  tiw  huge  debts  they  already  own.  They  also  know  that  tim  new  working  etaas 
Governments,  when  they  are  established,  will  repudiate  the  debts  of  tit#  present  eng- 
ftalist  government*.  Therefore  the  American  financiers  hare  dosed  down  on  their 
loans  and  Europe  cannot  purchase  any  more  American  goods.  Tbit  is  proof  peeltlys 


that  European  capitalism  ha#  broken  down  and  that  American  capitalism,  ■maiy  •’j 
Matoad  with  the  former  through  the  bonds  of  imperialism,  is  beginning  to  few  the  ':/ 
iffM  ef  It  ever  beta.  --V 

As  far  the  other  world  markers,  they  are  also  unable  to  absorb  the  ewndat  at  | 
Asserican  industries.  For  various  reasons.  la  the  first  place,  conditions  art  unataake 
ah  ever  the  world.  The  maaeee  are  ■  tarring  and  unemployed;  factorise  and  Csnaa  are  ' 
Me;  many  small  wars  are  racing  in  every  part  of  the  globe;  small  nations  and  o»»;  ■; 
toadm  are  skraggliag  fo*  freedom  from  the  greet  Imperialist  Fewer  of  Bnopa. 
Seeatufly,  there  to  still  some  competition  to  face.  Thirdly,  the  tuts  of  evchtage  has 
asada  the  dollar  vary  dear  in  the  international  commercial  marital,  although  the 
Msr  to  vary  cheap  in  tto  home  marital. 

Of  course,  the  Mg  American  capitalists  do  net  suffer.  They  shot  down  their  flw>  : 
toedeo  and  go  off  sa  vacation  to  Palm  Beach  and  other  expensive  resorts.  But  pan 
woehars  fed  it.  Tea  suffer.  You  and  your  families  have  to  go  with  inanity  tout  food, 
d i thing  end  warmth.  You  get  long  vacations  without  pay.  You  get  kicked  eat  of
